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BC opens bids 
for Water St. 


Bids for construction along Water 
Street’s second block in Boyne City 
‘were opened Tuesday afternoon. 

Seven contracting companies submit- 
ted bids, ranging from a low of 
$71,700.22 by C.H. Smith Company of 
“Charlevoix to a high of $118,080.38 by 
Hodgkiss and Douma, Inc. of Petoskey. 

City, manager Tim Clifton said the 
bids would be studied Tuesday. At a 
special noon meeting Wednesday, Aug. 
25, the city commission was scheduled 
to decide which contractor’ would have 
the job, which is scheduled to begin 
Labor Day. 

A city request fer a traffic light at 
East and Water has been turned down 
by the state highway department. 


The department said the traffic - 


pattern doesn’t justify it, Clifton said, 

even though the traffic count itself is 

high. : 

Clifton also discussed with highway 
officials the Water Street construction, 
because Water is a state route. 

The state wants about 400 feet more 
curbing than the city construction plans 
allows. The curbing would run in front 
of The Dilworth and the post office. 

But, Clifton said, the state would not 
share costs nor assume them. Con- 
sequently, Clifton said, ‘‘I would say we 
do our plan (without the curb exten- 
sions) and ask to have their plan 
implemented in the future when funds 
become available.’ 

“The city is not responsible for 
repaving the strteets,'’ Clifton said, 
where Sorrell Tie and Rail Company of 
Belmont wants to tear out tracks it has 
purchased from the defunct Boyne

Noted on the 35-page report was the 
$42,737 spent on athletics, some of 
which was covered by gate receipts of 
$15,422. 

The school hot lunch program showed 
a loss of $10,500, which was made up 
from the general fund. ‘‘We've been in 
the hole with the hot lunches for the 
past five years,'’ Kelly said—a pro- 
blem, the auditors said, that was shared 
by other school districts.

1 was extremely encouraged and 
pleased at the recent continuing trend 
of lower interest rates. This week the 
prime rate dropped to 14 percent, 
compared to its rate of 20.5 percent 
exactly one year ago.

I stood on the silent treeless, house- 
less plain, and rode the planet in its 
rush through space like a surfer on the 
sea. 

Back in Michigan I looked out at the 
other planets rising along their path 
through the sky—Saturn, Mars, Jupi- 
ter, and, before dawn, Venus—how 
Steady they go, our distant brothers, 
riding the same great wheel with us. 
Nebraska’s lesson is the sky’s immen- 
sity. That makes room for the stars.

While Congress often takes a lot of 
criticism about its lack of environ- 
mental concern, a recent General 
Accounting Office report concludes that 
environmental issues are being addres- 
sed at the federal level. 

Concerned over the erosion of en- 
vironmental quality, the nation made a 
commitment in the 1970s toa series of 
ambitious programs to maintain and 
restore the quality of our air, water and 
land resources. 

According to the GAO report, we 
have made significant progress toward 
meeting our established goals. The air 
is significantly cleaner, more waste- 
water now receives the required level of 
treatment, and most of our nation’s 


drinking water meets national 
standards. 

The GAO adds that we still have some 
problems to address and they include 
how to handle acid rain, non-point or 
runoff sources of water pollution, the 
use of our oceans for waste disposal, 
and the need for more flexibility in the 
decision-making process. 

The GAO report notes that our 1970s 
environmental approach was very sin- 
gle-minded and did not allow such 
flexibility, resulting in pollution con- 
trol laws which tend to restrict avail- 
able pollution contro} options and make 
environmental protection expensive and 
somewhat burdensome.

The length of time in- 
volved, August 3, 1977, to 
August 3, 1982, sets a 
record for safety among 
Consumers Power's elec- 
tric generating plants. 

Employees at Big Rock 
Point worked 1.166 mil- 
lion manhours’ during 
those five years without 
one on-the-job injury that 
caused an employee to 
miss a day on the job. 

Big Rock Point employs 
approximately 135 peo- 
ple. The 75,000-kilowatt 
plant is observing its 
20th anniversary this 
year. 

Big Rock Point was the 
fifth commercial nuclear

Springbrook: 
For a quiet walk 


Tisn’t an ooh-ahh park with 
views like the one from Dead- 
man’s Hill down in Jordan 
River State Forest, but 
Springbrook Pathway is pro- 
bably, just for that reason, 
pleasantly unpopulated. 

You can take your flower 
book, or your scouts and their 
flower books, and drive up 
past the Thunder Mountain 
ski resort to the park to hike 
about, one and off trails, 
without seeing anyone and 
also without getting very lost. 


The reason for the flower 
book is that the variety of 
terrain provides a wide range 
of plant growth, from British 
soldiers lichen to round-leaf 
‘hepatica. One field looks 
straight out of Arizona with a 
host of tall mullein plants, 
resembling a miniature des- 
ertful of saguero cacti. 


As you wander off the 
sandy two-track and try to 
leave no trail of your own 
through the ferns along the 
cedar swamp, you may cross 
the trail of someone who was 
not so careful. 


"On the cover 


Your sharp eyes lead you 
along where the plant stems 
have been recently bent or 
broken. Who could it be? 

A few yards farther in a 
grove of poplars you catch a 
glimpse of a brown deer. 

By cracky, you’re a tracker! 

In spring, you will hop 
across streams, here and 
there. Be sure to bring along 
some insect repellent if you 
come before June. 

Now, in summer, you may 
be glad for a canteen of 
drinking water. 

You'll notice that there’s no 
littering. 

One more nice touch for a 
good country-hiking day. 

Springbrook Pathway is 
found by driving east’ .on 
Thumb Lake Road out of 
Boyne Falls to a left turn on 
Slashing Road. At the end of 
Slashing, turn left on Chan- 
dler. A curve or so down 
Chandler and you'll see 
Springbrook Pathway on the 
left. 

There are other hikes also, 
listed in the paper under 
“Things to Do."

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Something new, something fun for kids

Something new to do, 
something fun, something to 
prod the mind or imagina- 
tion—that applies to children 
even more than to their 
vacationing parents. 

‘ Maybe it's just end-of-sum- 
mer and they’re ready for 
school as the only new thing 
left. 

Or maybe it’s raining. In 
the summer cottage the chil- 
dren miss having all their 
playthings. 

Or maybe it’s the long trips 
in the car. 

So here are some ways of 
occupying children. 

On a long vacation trip, if 
the children are little, stop- 
ping frequently to chase them 
around the rest stop beats 
miles of restless fussing in the 
car. 


Another trick is gathering 
stones at the side of the 
road—stones too big to get 
swallowed—and cutting a 
hole in an empty cereal box to 
push the stones into. 

Children love it when the 
parent says in mock surprise, 
‘‘Where are the stones!”’

Tire care boosts 
safety on highway 


Highways can be “‘safer 
ways’’ during the holiday 
seasons this year if motorists 
check their tires for proper 
inflation pressure, adequate 
tread depth and remember to 
use their seat belts, reminds 
the Tire Industry Safety 
Council. 

“Proper tire air pressure, 
tires with adequate tread re- 
maining and buckled seat 
belts should be at the top of 
every safety check list before 
taking off on a long road 
trip,’’ said Council Chairman 
Donald G. Brotzman. 

He noted that tires should 
be inflated to the vehicle 
manufacturer’s recommenda- 
tions as shown on the tire 
information placard in the 
car. At that pressure, tires not 
only help ensure a safer ride 
but improve fuel economy by 
up to three percent com- 
pared to tires whose pressure 
has been allowed to drop to 
low levels. 

“By checking and adjusting 
the air pressure in your tires 
every month, you can save 
substantial amounts on your 
annual gasoline bill,’’ Brot- 
zman said. 

“Those savings could mean 
up to 300 extra miles if you 
travel the normal 10,000 miles 
a year,” he declared. 

He pointed out that the 
chances of an accident are a 
lot greater if your tires are 
bald. 

“Many accidents in wet 
weather are the result of 
vehicles skidding on bald or 
nearly bald tires,’’ he said. © 

Tires with less than one- 
sixteenth inch of tread depth 
showing are dangerous and 
should be replaced, he said. 
When the danger point has 
been reached, wear bars will 
begin to show as narfow 


bands smooth rubber 
across - treat at intervals 
around the tire. 

Brotzman also said before 
putting the car on the high- 
way every. occupant should 
put on his safety belt to 
prevent serious injury in case 
of an accident. 

The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
says there are 6.7 million 
traffic accidents reported an- 
nually, of which 2.4 million 
involve injuries and 44,000 
are fatal crashes. The NHTSA 
says that only 12 percent of 
the drivers and passengers 
involved in an accident used 
the available seat belts in the 
vehicle. 

“NHTSA statistics show 
that if safety belts are used, 
half of all deaths and in- 
juries to occupants of pas- 
senger cars, light trucks and 
vans could be prevented,”’ 
Brotzman said. 

Brotzman listed these addi- 
tional tips for holiday driving: 

-Don’t forget your spare 
tire. Check the pressure in 
your spare tire once a month 
and before long trips. The last 
thing you need is an under- 
inflated spare when you’re 
miles away from a service 
facility. 

-Take it easy on wet roads. 
Stopping on a wet road can 
take up to four times the 
normal distance on a dry 
road. 

-Don’t reduce air pressure 
after driving. Heat buildup 


during driving is normal and | 
tires will cool down to proper: 


air pressures. on their own 
after you stop. : 
'-Avoid excessive tire spin- 


ning. If your car is stuck in 


‘snow, ice, mud, or sand don’t 


try to free it by tacing the 


engine. 


shorter get, singing a song.” 

Six-year-olds will sing “99 
miles to go’’ all the way 
down to about 56, if parents 
can just bear up and be glad 
they’re not tearing the back 
seat apart.

Sign alphabet is an old 
favorite. Everyone tries to 
find an A on a sign along the 
road. Then, on down to Z. 
Very instructive, and it 
teaches honesty, too. 

For older children and 
adults, the game of ghost is 
absorbing. It starts with the 
first person thinking of a word 
and giving the first letter (but 
not telling the word). The 
second person does the same 


thing with a second letter. 
The third carries on with a 
third letter. 

From that point, anyone 
who adds a letter and thus 
makes a complete word, ends 
the round and acquires one 
letter in the word ‘'ghost.”’ In 
successive rounds, when they 
have acquired all five, they’re 
out of the game. 

The player has to have a 
word in mind, when adding a 
letter during a round, be- 
cause he or she can be 
challenged. And if challenged 
and found out to be bluffing, 
the player gets another letter 
towards being a ‘‘ghost.’’ 

Older children can also 
keep a log of the trip, noting 
times, mileage, gas pur- 
chases, lunch stops, and so on 
as well as one-sentence des- 
criptions of beautiful or un-

usual glimpses of things— 
like: ‘‘Six white geese stood 
together like six white ques- 
tion marks.’ Or, ‘The road 
began climbing, and went up 
like a ramp for nearly 20 
miles.” 

At home or at the summer 
cottage, playing store is easy 
with whatever is at hand. 

Suitcases or ironing board 
could be the counter. 

It could be a grocery store 
with cans and boxes from the 
kitchen, or a department store 
with everybody’s clothes. 

The children can make 
paper money. Buttons can be 
the change. 

This is an excellent oppor- 
tunity to teach the protocol of 
shopping and counting 
money. — ‘ 

If parents can find a kind- 
hearted lumberyard owner— 


and they abound—they«might 
be alldwed to fill a carton with 
lumber scraps. 

These can become doll 
chairs and tables, especially if 
you give the children a spool 
of masking tape. Taping wood 
together is easier than nail- 
ing. 

Starting a hobby can be 
either important or just fun 
and is appropriate for nearly 
any age. 

It could be collecting string, 
pressing flowers, making 
greeting cards, collecting 
postcards, or learning to cook. 

Summertime is great for 
hobbies. 

And the necessity to find 
something for the children to 
do can be the mother of new 
experiences while it rains 
outside or while the miles 
pass.

eKeep air circulating with 
portable fans. Use kitchen 
and bathroom exhaust fans to, 
remove excess heat. Attic] 
fans can vent heat to the 
outside, making the rooms 
beneath the attic cooler. With 
a properly installed attic fan 
daytime attic temperatures 
can be reduced 30 to 40 
degrees. 

eInsulation and storm win- 
dows keep your home warm in 
the winter, and cool in the 
summer. If storm windows 
are kept on year-around,
